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PREFACE 


On  behalf  of  the  Maryland  Token  and  Medal  Society  (MD  TAMS),  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  one  of  our  longtime 
members,  Mr.  Phil  Greenslet,  for  producing  this  new  reference  on  the 
'•Numismatic  Issues  of  Phil  W.  Greenslet".  A Life  Member  of  the  Maryland 
Token  and  Medal  Society,  Phil  is  also  affiliated  with  several  other 
hobby  and  collecting  organizations  to  include  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  (ANA),  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  (TAMS),  the  Maryland 
State  Numismatic  Association  (MSNA)  and  the  Catonsville  Coin  Club. 

This  may  not  be  the  first  time  that  you  have  seen  Phil's  writing. 
His  articles  have  been  published  in  the  TAMS  Journal,  and  he  has 
published  a 232  page  reference  work  on  "The  Medals  of  Franklin".  This 
book  on  Benjamin  Franklin  medals  is  available  from  TAMS.  Phil  is  also 
an  exhibitor,  having  frequently  displayed  his  material  at  various 
Numismatic  shows  and  conventions.  For  the  1991  ANA  Convention  in 
Chicago,  Phil  was  Exhibit  Chairman. 

I knew  that  Phil  had  produced  several  personal  medals  as  I have 
some  in  my  collection.  Recently,  I asked  him  if  he  would  consider 
documenting  these  as  a MD  TAMS  reference  for  our  currently  ongoing 
series.  Not  too  long  thereafter  Phil  presented  me  with  this  manuscript. 
By  my  count,  Phil  documents  twenty-five  unique  designs  which  yield 
sixty-two  varieties  based  primarily  on  different  metal  type  and  finish. 
He  issued  pieces  in  plastic  and  metal.  Phil  has  employed  two  primary 
reverse  designs  and  twenty-one  unique  obverses.  As  you  can  see  from  the 
mintage  figures  provided  in  the  text,  many  issues  are  very  limited  with 
many  being  issued  in  quantities  of  five  or  less.  As  an  additional, 
associated  benefit,  this  reference  also  contains  two  personal  medals 
issued  by  John  M.  Greenslet,  Phil's  son. 

This  group  of  personal  medals  issued  by  Phil  Greenslet  makes  an 
interesting  collecting  opportunity  for  the  Maryland  medal  collector; 
however,  of  equal  importance  it  captures  another  small  piece  of 
Maryland  Token  & Medal  history.  Phil's  medals  and  his  efforts  on  this 
MD  TAMS  reference  are  just  two  more  examples  of  how  Phil  has  in  the 
past  and  continues  to  contribute  to  our  hobby.  Thanks  to  Phil  for  his 
fine  efforts!
